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INTRODUCTION TO VOLS. I. AND II. 

lHE"Li3more Papers "have been so named from 
E their being preserved in the Castle of Lismore 
I (uiidyingl)' associated with Sir Walter Raleigh), in 
j County of Waterford, Ireland. They compose the 
Family Muniments, inherited by the Dukes of Devonshire, as 
representative of the Earls of Cork and Burlington. 

For a long time these accumulated manuscripts were left in 
unadmired disorder. But when they came to the House of 
Devonshire, they were examined, classified, and — as nearly as 
possible — chronologically arranged, and made up into thirty- 
three massive unbound bundles, and three bound volumes. 
More recently his Grace the present Duke of Devonshire had 
the entire series calendared after the example set by the issues of 
H, M. Public Record Office, under the sanction of (he Master 
of the Rolls {Blue Books). This Calendar (which exists 
only at present in manuscript) forms a closely written ibiio 
volume of nearly one thousand pages. Each separate paper — 
not overlooking the slightest, e.g., child-letters of the Boyle 
grandchildren and the like — is described, and, in the majority of 
instances, largely quoted from. So that a vigilant reader of the 
Calendar is put in practical possession of the Contents of the 
entire " Lismorc Papers," 
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By the characteristic h'berahty of the Duke of Devonshire I 
have been entrusted (in the first instance) with : 

{a) The MS. Calendar, as above described. 

{b) Vols. XXV., xxvi., and xxvii. of the Collections. 

These three volumes contain the Autobiographic Memo- 
randa, Remembrances, and almost daily Diaries of the first and 
* Great ' Earl of Cork — the latter extending from January 3rd, 
161 1, to August 13th, 1643, and with scarcely a break to 
within a very short time of his death. 

The existence of the ' Great ' Earl's Diaries has long been 
known, but except less or more accurate if brief and fragmen- 
tary extracts (as in BudgelFs "Memorials of the Boyles," and 
Birch's " Life of Robert Boyle," in connection with his Works), 
they remain substantially virgin materials of history over a long 
and momentous period. 

The present volumes (i. and ii.) give an instalment of these 
more personal MSS. as distinguished from the Correspondence 
and State Papers (to follow in a second series). 

I must repeat here what I stated in the prospectus of the 
" Lismore Papers," that it is simply impossible to exaggerate the 
authority, variety, interest, and value of these (hitherto) unpub- 
lished Diaries of an extraordinary man. They tell the story of 
a unique and brilliant career, comparable with any contempo- 
rary. Whilst abounding in personal details, told in good 
nervous English (substantially) — with spice of anecdotage and 
quaint asides — there are few or none of the great names and 
occurrences of the epoch-making time that do not come up in 
new lights and shadows. Primarily meant for family-preserva- 
tion mainly, much of the record nevertheless points to history, 
or is declarative of a wish on the part of the Founder of the 
House to win the car of posterity. Nothing could exceed the 
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frankness and unmistakableness with which facts are given, 
affect whom they might, from King to kern. As one works 
one's way from day to day, the ' Great Earl ' lives and walks, 
and talks and acts before us as realistically as Samuel Pepys 
onward, and Samuel Johnson later (in Boswell). Emphatically 
the condition of Ireland in relation to the land and the modes 
of purchase and loan, lending and borrowing, has never before 
had such fiery light let in upon it. 

All this being so, it seemed almost criminal to leave such 
priceless historical Papers on the hazard of single manuscripts. 
Recognizing this, his Grace the Duke of Devonshire has honoured 
me by placing the entire "Lismore Papers" at my disposal for 
selection, to be edited and annotated by me, and privately 
printed in a limited impression uniform with my before imprinted 
Port Eliot MSS. of Sir John Eliot (6 vols. 4to). These sets 
have all been subscribed for, and may be counted on with the least 
possible delay compatible with careful and faithful preparation 
and production. Just now I have only to speak of the 
Autobiographic Notes, Remembrances, and Diaries. 
These Personal Papers will form (approximately) four vols., of 
which the present are vols. i. and ii. 

The entire contents of the three volumes of MSS. will be 
reproduced, even to legal squabbles, &c., &c., that I once thought 
of suppressing, but which reconsideration has led me to include, as 
being necessary to understanding the complex problem of the 
'Great Earl's' life. That *Life' it is my intention to write 
fully when the " Lismore Papers " have been completed. I 
shall deal straightforwardly with all the facts, nor allow hero- 
worship to blind my eyes to difficult questions started by his 
career. 

With reference to the present issue of the "Lismore Papers" 
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(vols. i. and ii.), I would now call attention to a few of the 
more noticeable entries in the Diary thus far. 

(a) Elizabeth Boyle, Wife of Edmund Spenser. In 
my " Life of the Poet of Poets " (Works in ten vok., vol. i.% I 
thus /or the fir it time disclosed her family name : — 

" One little unexpected entry in a provincial Irish town's 

records^ gives us ^ct for conjecture and speculation. Strange 

to say^ not only has this for all these long generations existed, 

but an erudite Irish scholar — Dr. Richard Caulfield, Librarian 

of Queen's College, Cork — published in 1878 *The Coundl 

Book of the Corporation of Youghal : Guildford, Surrey,' and 

duly (though not very accurately) printed the ' instrument ' 

about to be given, without, however, seeing anything of interest 

in it, much less the priceless secret it held. Another Irish 

antiquary and scholar of mark, in casually transmitting the 

* instrument' to me, did so because once in reading it, he had at 

first made out the surname to be ^ Nagle,' and the place * Kil- 

colman,' but had to confess that they were ' Boyle ' and * Kil- 

coran,' to his sad disappointment — not perceiving that either 

would have vitiated the relationship. Turning, then, to the 

Corporate Records of Youghal, under 3rd May, 1 606, we find 

this : — 

*' Seckerstone. 

"This Indenture, made iij May 1606, betweene Sir Richard 
Boyle, ffcrmore [farmer], of the New Colledge of Our Ladie 
of Yoghull on th'one parte and Elizabeth Boyle als Seckerstone 
of Kilcoran, in the countie of Corcke, widow, on th'other 
parte, Witnesseth that y saide Sir Richard Boyle hath sett to y* 
saide Elizabeth Boyle, ats Seckerstone, from the ffeast of Sainct 
Michell next ensueing, for Ixj yeares, the cap i tall messuage, etc. 
of Kilcoran. Yieldinge and payinge for the same to y' said Sir 
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Richard Boyle, in the hall of the New Colledge, Sc*' of Yoghull 
the sum of ijj. 6d. yearlie. 

'* In witness, &c. Richard Boyle. 

" Present, Robert Calvert. 

"Recordatur ad instantiam Henrici Tynte arm. et Ricardi 
Smith arm. 6 Maij 1648." 

[Council Book of Corporation of Youghal, Liber A., 
p. 600.] 

Now with reference to this * Indenture,' in its place onward 
it will be found that Spenser's widow married in 1603 ^ 
Roger Seckerstone. So that it seems certain that in this Eliza- 
beth Boyle, alias Seckerstone, again a widow (in 1606), we have 
to recognize the wife of the poet. That there should be two 
Elizabeth Seckerstones and both widows, and both in the same 
narrow district, and both resident, under conditions and dates 
dovetailing with the chronology of Spenser's life and death, is 
most improbable. Not only so, but the student of Spenser will 
at once perceive that 'Kilcoran' being thus shown to have 
been the residence of Elizabeth Seckerstone (nee Boyle) explains 
hitherto unexplained references in the great ** Epithalamium," 
e.g., the poet sings of " the sea that neighbours to her neare." 
This is a perfect description of a dwelling at Kilcoran, which 
overlooks the bay of Youghal. Again, in the "Amoretti" 
(Sonnet 75) we read : — 

" One day I wrote her name upon tbe strand '' 

Everybody knows that Youghal is noted for its *' strand," which 
stretches unbroken for about three miles. Horse-races have been 
often held on it (see " Youghal Guide," 1879, p. 19). ** . • • • 
Finally, the ' indenture ' leasing * Kilcoran ' at the nominal rent 
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of 2s, bd, per annum — practically a gift — would seem to warrant 
the conclusion that through friendship and family affection Sir 
Richard Boyle gave the second-time a widow possession in her 
own right of what before had been her ' home.' Sir Richard 
Boyle being the grantor of the * lease,' also explains the giving 
of her maiden name, ' Boyle,' and her wedded name, * Seeker- 
stone,' not choosing or caring to introduce the intermediate — 
glorious as it was — title of viduity. Hence I must pronounce 
the 'Elizabeth' of the ' Amoretti ' and ' Epithalamium ' to 
have been Elizabeth Boyle, kinswoman of Sir Richard Boyle. 
I shall hope to discover more of all concerned " (vol. i., pp. 197- 

200). 

The ' hope ' expressed in the close of our account has been 
amply fulfilled in the " Lismore Papers," as I now proceed to 
show. First of all comes a wholly new Spenserian fact, to wit, 
that his ' Elizabeth,' while a second time a widow, married a 
third time, as follows : — 

"March 1612. 

" 3 s^, Cap*° Robert Tynt was married in my studdy in 
yoghall by my cozen Richard Boyle, dean of Waterforde, to my 
kinswoman M" Elizabeth Boyle, ats. Seckerston, widdow ; and 
I gaue her unto him in marriadge, and I beseech god to bless them 
w*"* good agreement and many vertuous children." (Present 
vol., p. 8.) 

We have thus 'Elizabeth Boyle' described by the * Great 
Earl ' himself as * my kinswoman ; ' and the ' Indenture ' of 
(practically) a gift-lease explained. Besides this, other entries 
in the Diary establish that the Earl had approved her marriage 
with Seckerstone ; for he is found designating her son ' Richard ' 
by Seckerstone as his * god-son/ as he was also his name-son 
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('Richard.') (See also 30th May, 1625, vol. ii. 158.) Thj 
Captain Tynt, to whom Elizabeth Boyle, ats. Seckerstone, was 
married on 3rd March, 1612, became Sir Robert Tynt, and so 
she became and died Lady Tynt, and as such lies buried 
in the Tynt family vault. Elsewhere — in my " Spenser," 
vol. X. — I shall take occasion to bring together all obtainable 
information on the kinship of * Elizabeth Boyle ' to the house 
of Boyle and of the Tynts or Tyntes. Meantime, here it is all- 
important to record, that other entries in the Diary prove that 
Lady Tynt was mother at once of Richard Seckerstone by 
Roger Seckerstone, and of Peregrine Spencer (or Spenser) by 
the poet, e.g. 

1. "Maye 15, 161 8: I assigned [Capt" Walter Norton] to 
paie in London .... v** to peregryne Spencer as interest money 
my wife did owe his mother." (Present vol., p. 189.) 

2. ** November 30, 161 8. paid peregryne Spencer v" by Cap" 
Norton in England, and this daie other v'* for thuse of the C* 
my wyfFe owes his mother." (Present vol., p. 205.) 

3. "18* March, 1618-19. v" to M' Cutbert Booth for 
peregryn Spencer.'* (Present vol., p. 212.) 

Lady Tynt having died in 1622-3, our next entry is a 
peculiarly valuable one, albeit from the state of the MS. (in the 
leaf, &c.) fragmentary : — 

4. ** 18*** October, 1623. I paid pereg[rync Spencer] in 

[pres]ence 50'* ster :, being his part [of the C.*'] my 

wife did ow the Lady Tynt [which C^'] the Lady Tent gaue 
by her las[t] will, to be de[vided] between her two sons p[ercgryn 
Spencer &] Richard Seekers [ton]." (Vol. ii., p. 94.) 

fortunately another entry, (alas, also imperfect !) confirms 
this : — 

5. "15 November, 1623. My wife did acknowledge [the

That Lady Tynt was mother of ' Peregryne Spencer ' and 
of * Richard Seckerstone* places beyond all dispute that she 
was * Elizabeth Boyle/ the ' kinswoman ' of Richard, ist Earl 
of Cork ; and thus the " Lismore Papers" have the distinction 
of verifying a long wished- for but unobtained feet as to the wife 
of Edmund Spenser. By our discovery and recovery the fancies 
and lights and shadows of the " Amoretti," and the * brave 
translunary things ' of the ** Epithalamium *' take new interest, 
not to say glory. This is not the right place for full valuation of 
the identification or for examination of the circumstances. Both, 
as already stated, I hope to return upon, in the final volume of 
my edition of Spenser. But for the present it seemed inevitable 
that such a fact in relation to our supremest literature should be 
accentuated. 

(^.) Players and Jesters, &c., in Ireland. It is a 
somewhat peculiar thing that notwithstanding the historical feet 
that Bishop Bale (of Ossory) is the most outstanding name in 
English literature as a writer of Bible or (so-called) Miracle- 
Plays (that were performed within his diocese and elsewhere), 
Ireland has found no place in our Histories of the Drama. We 
search in vain the late Mr. J. Payne Collier's voluminous 
"History" (3 vols, in 4to., 1882) for the smallest light on the 
subject, as well early as late. And yet there seems little doubt that 
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the English Players who ' strolled ' over England and Scotland 
and Germany found their way across the Channel to the ' Green 
Isle.' It is a virgia line of research that it may be permitted 
me to commend to our literary inquirers. I can only note here 
such slender data as are found in the Diary, and one confirmatory 
entry in the Youghal records. One solitary casual entry is dis- 
tinctively of Plays,' viz., the following : — 

"ilcbniary 1615. 
"II. given the princes plaiere xxVf." (The present vol., 
p. 100.) The context belongs to the Earl's residence in Ireland ^ . 
and the likelihoods are (hat the ' princes plaiers ' were performing 
in Youghal. A later entry (vol, i. pp. lOi, 105) informs us 
that Lord Cork: had not left Youghal (for Dublin) until 17th 
February,whcreas the payment was on nth February. Further — 
Richard Gough, Mayor of Youghal from 29th September, 1625, 
to 29th September, 1626, at the close of his yearof office gives in 
his accounts ; and the following inter alia occurs : 

"More, paid to the King's Players in company 

w"* some of the aldermen . . . .050" 

Earlier, the Corporation Boole yields this extremely interesting 
entry : — 

" 1619-20, 16 Feb. William Durant, glazier, was admitted 
to his freedom, on condition of his glazing the Tholsel, fitting 
the windows with iron bars, newly painting the King's Arms, 
washing the walb of the Court with Spanish white, and during 
his natural life, keeping the windows glazed — Except at su:h 
times when the Mayor may give permission to the Players lo occupy 
the House, and they break and batter the windows. And the 
said William Durant is not to deal in any kind of merchandize, 
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but such as may belong and arpcrtain to his trkic. (Youghal 
Corporation, Book A, p. 14c.) 

The Diary further mak^s meatioa of a ••Mask" at You- 

ghall : — 
* " 24. October 1620. Geven the chfidren v for their mask, 

whereof I pid them out of my own pui% iiij- x\ij% & gaue 
i ■ order to M*^ walley to add iij* to mak up the 5 *." (Present 

vol., p. 262.) 

Of kindred interest is the occurrence and recurrence of the 
• King's Jester.' Here I quote only one : — 

" 14. June 1618 . . . to \r ffenor the Kings Jester, a 
hackney with saddle and brydle." (Present vol., p. 192. At 
Youghal. See 6th August, 1618, pp, 196, 208.) 

There are similar entries of ' the Queen's Harper,' e.g., 
present vol., pp. 20, 36, 95, 1CX5, 119. So too of private 
harpers, onward in other volumes. 

It is much to be wished that some capable Irishman may 

follow up these lines and vindicate for Ireland a place in the 

great story of the Theatre and Drama. Specific Irish words 

and references suggest that Shakespeare himself may have been 

^ in Ireland with 'the Plaiers.' Dublin and Youghal were very 

much more brilliant then than English • Bath ; ' and yet we 
know Shakespeare went thither and to far humbler places 
(probably). 

(c.) Sir Walter Raleigh. — As might have been anticipated, 
there are many very important entries in the Diary on this 
illustrious Englishman. Other volumes (vols. iii. and iv.) 
will contain many more of the extremest weight and notice- 
ableness, biographically, in respect alike of the ' Great Earl ' and 
Raleigh. These must suffice for the present : vol. i., pp. 145, 
157, 158, 160, 161, 162-3, '^3» ^^8, 190, 198, 2035 vol. ii., 
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pp. 86, 158, 230. In my after full Memoir of the first Earl of 
Cork, it will be necessary to examine critically charges and 
countercharges in the matter of the Raleigh Estates purchased 
by Lord Cork. 

(ei.) Payments for Offices. — Amongst othen bearing on 
this targe historical question I note the following: present vol., 
pp. 4, 7, 16, 34, 57. 12s. 128, 133, 2S4 ; vol. ii., p. 41. 

(e.) Iron Works in Ireland founded and sustained bv 
THE Earl. — Few things are more honourable to Lord Cork 
than the energy and activity with which he promoted ' manu- 
factures ' and 'trade' in his adopted country. If only his 
example had been followed and carried forward, Ireland might 
have anticipated many of the great centres of commercial life in 
England and Scotland. The following among other .entries 
it seems due to note : present vol., pp. 10, 66,77, 7^j 79» ^'^i 
145, 182, 214 J vol. ii., pp. 4. 6, 17, 39, 41, 56, 57, 59, 60, 
172, 179. 

{/.) Pipe-staves. — How large was the Earl's ' trade ' in this 
article the following entries will witness : present vol., pp, 17, 
144, 154, 159, 191, 198, 199, 206, 222, 229 i vol. ii., 13, 
17, 18, The bared mountains and hills of Ireland arc the 
pathetic memorials of the enormous manufacture of ' pipe- 
staves,' if they also condemn the thoughtlessness of the proprietors 
in not replanting as they felled and cleared. 

{g.) Pleasant Glimpses of Family and National (Con- 
TEMPORARV) LiFE, — The Student- reader will be rewarded by 
turning to the following: present voL, pp. 5-6, 6, 12, 13, 19,20, 
21, 23, 27-8, 29(^0,30.32.

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(h.) His Leadings and Borrowings. — As previously stated, 
the entire Diary reveals such a multiplicity of pecuniary 
transactions as opens up a hitherto unknown chapter of 
contemporary history. I shall * intermeddle * with this subject 
in my full Memoir of the Earl. Meanwhile it seems in- 
expedient to give the superabundant references. I note only 
the statement of his ultimate wealth in the present vol., p. 94, 
His immense loan (relatively) to the King (Charles I.) is a 
problem of the first order, that will demand thoroughness of 
treatment. 

(/.) These subsidiary points, as having been promised in the

I take the following account of Bishop Lyon from Cotton's 
** Fasti Ecclesiae Hibernicae," vol. i., pages 223-4. 

"Cork, Cloyne, and Ross. 

" 1583. William Lyon, a native of Chester, educated at 
Oxford, became Chaplain to Arthur Lord Grey, Lord Deputy 
of Ireland ; and obtained preferment in this country, namely, 
the vicarage of Naas, in 1573. ^^ ^^ consecrated Bishop of 
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Ross in 1582, by patent dated May 12 ; and, on November 11 
in the next year, the sees of Cork and Cloyne were given to 
him in comnumiam, to hold during the Queen's pleasure. After- 
wards, by a patent dated May, 17, 1586, the three sees of Cork, 
Cloyne, and Ross were united in his power. He appearsto have 
been a prelate of an active and liberal spirit. He built the palace 
of Cork in 1588, and another at Ross, which soon afterwards 
was burned by the rebels ; and greatly exerted himself in behalf 
of the property of his sees, which had been sadly wasted. In 
1615 the Bishop stated to the Royal Commissioners that the 
best of his bishoprics, namely, Cloyne, was withholden from him, 
having been made away with in fee-farm by his predecessor! 
reserving only Ave marks annual rent. The other two, Cork 
and Ross, when he first came to them, were worth only ^70 
per annum ; but he had improved them to the annual value of 
j^200. He died at Cork, at a very advanced age, October 4, 
1617, and was buried there, in the Cathedral, as was generally 
supposed; but in March, 1849, some workmen digging in a 
part of the palace grounds, at a spot where formerly the private 
chapel of the Bishops of Cork had stood, discovered a plain tomb, 
covered with a flagstone imperfectly chiselled, which bore the 
following inscription in raised letters : —

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•• In the tomb were human bones, which, in all probability, 
were those of the Bishop, who appears to have prepared this 
resting-place for his body several years before his death. 

'' A square stone was affixed to the wall above this tomb, 
and several years ago was removed to another part of the 
grounds. It is inscribed as follows, and doubtless was erected 
by the same prelate : —

" The remains of the Bishop, and his tombstone, were care- 
fully removed to the porch of the cathedral, where they are now 
deposited. 

An interesting portrait of Bishop Lyon is preserved in the 
See-house of Cork." 

It is to be noted that Bishop Lyon, having been chaplain to 
Lord Grey, would inevitably be brought into frequent contact 
with Spenser the Poet. 

4. * drawing eyes ' — views. It is an odd technical term. 
Dr. Johnson under * eyes ' gives as one meaning thus —

5. * HonU Robert Boyle,* vol. ii., p. 207. The birth and 
baptism entries of this most illustrious of the Cork family are of 
peculiar interest. 

6. Vol. i., p. 1 1. * angel gabrelL' — The naming of ships in 
Elizabethan-Jacobean times opens up a curious chapter in inner 
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history. Some of the names (like the present) seem audacious, 
but deep religious sentiment lay at the root of such naming ; 
and, certes, they were preferable to the Pagan or meaningless 
names of later days and of the present. But though the subject 
is too matterful for this place, these details may be acceptable. 

The naming of ships after saints (evidently designed to secure 
the tutelary protection of those invocated) is of remotest 
antiquity. The custom was brought in from heathendom — e^., 
the Alexandrian vessel that bore the Apostle Paul to Puteoli 
(Acts xxviii.), had for " its sign, Castor and Pollux." When 
Christian Powers constructed navies, they at once adopted this 
usage. 

In 1 268, among ships furnished to the King of France by the 
Republic of Venice were the Sancta Maria and Sanctus N'lcelaus 
("Archeologie Navale," tome ii., p. 355). In the Wardrobe 
Accounts, 28 Edward I. (1299-1300), we find mentioned, the 
Saint Edward, Saint Mary, Saint Thomas, and Saint Giles 
—all of Winchelsea. We have also named the ship Holy Cross 
ofHythe, Saint Edward of Dovct, the Hofy Ghost of Sandwich, 
the Saint Garge of Dartmouth, the Sainte Marie of Bayonne, 
the Navis Dei of Hartlepool, and the Grace Dieu of Ross. 
In Rymer's " Fcedera " are constant recurrences of such names : 
A.D., 1338, the Jtsu Maria galley; in 1339, the Saint Jacques 
of Bayonne (vol. ii., 1095); in 1369, the Dieu la garde, being 
the Icing's ship (vol. iii., p. 865). In 1372, the Gract de Dieu 
(vol. iii., p. 963). In 1394, we have The Trinity (Rot. Pat., 
17 Ric. II., pars, ii., m. 6).. 

Passing over nearly two centuries, filled with such entries, we 
find that a.d, 1576, 7 June, Martin Frobisher sailed from 
Greenwich to explore Northern latitudes — his two ships being 
the Gabriel and the Michael, 
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Again, taking a long leap, the Santissima Trinidad^ the San 
yoseph, and the Sahador del Mundo were the leading Spanish 
ships at the battle of St. Vincent, 14 February, 1797 ; and the 
first of these was engaged by Nelson at the fight of Trafalgar. 

Irreverence — by our ideas — ^was displayed in this nomen- 
clature ; but is our present usage immaculate ? We have 
heathen gods and goddesses, Jupiter, Juno, Ariadne, Arethusa, 
Bellerophon ; or passions, the ' Revenge ' and such like in 
the Royal Navy ; and, after all, of customs perhaps the old was 
better. 

Our Notes and Illustrations will guide to other tit bits i and 
in our final lists of words and names any overlooked will be 
attended to. One more thing overlooked I here note — ^ tolsell* 
— present vol., p. 13, = the Scottish 'Tolbooth/ or selling- 
place. 

1 am bound to add that these 'noticeable things' thus sum- 
marily brought together, are a mere tithe of the matters that a 
thoughtful Reader will come upon. Scarcely a page is without 
something shedding light on old ways and manners and times. 
For myself there is a stamp of truth in every entry. 

I must state that the handwriting is a very difficult and arbi- 
trary and changeable one, whilst the orthography is still worse. 
Regarded broadly, I feel that these volumes may be received as 
in integrity a reproduction of the MSS., except lengthening of 
contractions, correction of obvious slips in names and figures, and 
the like — mostly referred to in relative Notes and Illustrations. I 
wish even thus early to express my sense of obligation to Miss 
Rowan — daughter of the lamented Archdeacon Rowan — for the 
laborious faithfulness with which she has discharged her office of 
Copyist for me. 

I wish also very strongly to record my continuous indebted- 
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ness to mjr 'brother beloved/ Prebendary Hayman, M.A., of 
Douglas Rectory, near Cork. With a devotion and intelli- 
gence and ripeness of knowledge and warm-hearted sympathy 
quite exceptional, he has read every page of these volumes, and 
enabled me to give names, &c. &c., accurately, where (I fear) I 
must have blundered sadly, while he has also enriched the Notes 
and Illustrations inestimably. I rejoice that I can promise the 
same efficient and generous helpfulness throughout these *' Lismore 
Papers/'

24. James ffoster by my ordre paid John Brothers vij**, and 
this day M*" walley paid him other xiij^^, in full satisfaction of 
clx" ster:, for one 1 00000 of hogshead staves, which he is 
presently to deliver by tale, & pyle vp in my yarde in yoghall. 

24. I bought of John Brothers other loooo hogshead staves, 
to be delivered and pyled in my jrard at yoghall by Mydsomer 
next, for which M*^ walley paid him v*^ in money, and an acquit- 
tance to receave of M*^ Betsworth x'* for my Michas Rent of 
the parsonadg of Moalloe.

Frequently the 
smallest particles had capitals. The Corlc legend 
or posy in the form of " God's Providence is our 
Inheritance " is still to be seen carved on the front 
of an ancient dwelling in Chester ("Journal of the 
Royal Historical and Archzological Association of 
Ireland," vol. vi. 4th S. 1883, No. 54). •fW[v>«' 
— curiously enough ' velvet ' is throughout spelled 
' velett ' ; query, so pronounced ? 
„ I. These autobiographical ffwrnsmni^, which are repeated 
onward, will be utilized in our fuller Memoir of the 
" great Earl " to be given on completion of these 
Lismore Papers. Meantime it must be noted that 
he has somewhat confused names, etc., even in his 
own family. Of the manifold names and events 
that occur in these MSS., the student must inform

„ 3. ' Cap* Neure ' — In the MS. it looks so, but after- 
entries show that ' Neuce ' or * Newce ' was in- 
tended, the founder of Bandon, and who is often 
alluded to in the "Council Book of Munster." (To 
be corrected in the places, earlier, wherein the name 
occurs.) In British Museum (Additional MSS. 
4820) with many other Funeral Certificates of Irish 
gentry, is one relating to Captain Neuce. He was 
of Newmarket, co. Cork \ married Joan, daughter 
of Sir Henry Sadleir, second son of Sir Ralph 
Sadleir, of Hertfordshire; and had issue one 
daughter, Anne, unmarried. Captain Samuel Neuce 
died April 4th in Dublin, and was buried on the 
next day in St. Bride's Church, in that city.

chora, i.e., the Casde of the Weir ; and from thence 
an adjacent abbey was called Chore Abbey, in 
Irish, Monastre-ni' Chora, and in the records Monas- 
terium de Choro S, Benedic, Beat. Mar, Virg, 
(Smith's "Cork," vol. i., p. 144.) It was here the 
Seneschal of Imokiily laid an ambush for Raleigh, 
described by Hollinshead, pp. 172, 173, and alluded 
to by Edwards, vol. i., p. 39. Dr. Smith (" Cork," 
vol. ii., p. 58), writes : — " The Seneschal of Imo- 
kiily placed an ambush for him at Chore Abbey, 
which the young Raleigh courageously attacked, 
defeated, and broke through, so that he arrived safe 
at Cork." With reference to 'Weir' above, a 
*weir* across a river, whether for taking fish or 
diverting a mill-stream, is called in Irish cora or 
coradh, Ballynacorra, a large village about one 
mile south of Midleton, locally preserves the 
designation. 
Page 5. ' Luke Brady ' was eldest son of Hugh Brady, Bishop 
of Meath, 1 563-1 584, and of his second wife, Alice, 
daughter of Sir Robert Weston, Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland. This lady re-married, in 1585, with 
Sir Geoffrey Fenton, Secretary of State, and by him 
had a son. Sir William Fenton, and Alice, wife of 
our Richard Boyle, first Earl of Cork. 
„ 6. * Irish pearls ' — Pearls, occasionally of beauty and 
value, are not uncommon in the bivalves of Irish 
lakes and rivers. In Alasmodon Margaritiferus^ the 
fresh-water mussel, the nacre is very brilliant, and 
the pearls formed are in consequence gleaming and 
fine. A pearl as large as a good-sized pea, which 
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was found in a margariti/erus at Water Ville, co. 
Kerry, is in the present possession of Mrs. W, S. 
Green, Carrigaline Rectory, co. Cork. In the 
muddy banks of the river Blackwater, that flows 
past Lismore and enters the sea at Youghal, the 
Mya arenarsa, locally called * sugar-loom/ is abun- 
dant. It is generally sought for by fishermen as 
bait for their lines. Pearls are very often found in 
it. In the "Cork Constitution " (Oct. 23rd, 1884) 
was a paragraph headed, " Blackwater Pearls." It 
describes a large ** find " of them in Af, Arenarsa, 
and proceeds: *'A few days ago a gentleman 
encountered a young lad who had several of these 
pearls in his pockets, and one of them having been 
sent to an expert, has been valued at ^5. There 
is no doubt but that a large number of pearls of 
considerable value are lying concealed in the mud 
of the river." Youghal harbour has oyster-beds. 
The bivalve found on the coast, and most nearly 
allied to the pearl oyster, is the large Pinna 
Pectinata, which Youghal boatmen often catch on 
their long lines, and which is also dredged up con- 
stantly and yields pearls of various sizes. 
Page 6. ^fVhyte Knight^ i,i.y FitzGibbon* — Russell, in his 
** History of the Geraldines," edited for the Royal 
Historical and Archaeological Association of Ireland, 
writes : — " Of this John (i.r., John FitzGerald, who 
was slain in battle at Callan, a.d. 1260) descended 
the three famous knights, viz., the White Knight, 
the Black Knight, which is the Knight of the 
Valley of Glin ; and the Green Knight, who is 
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called the Knight of Kerry." The first title is 
dormant, but is claimed by Abraham FitzGibbon, 
Esq.

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of the field, marked by white stones or such like, 
for which the labourer pajrs at the rate of ^8, ^9, 
^ 1 2 an acre. This ' score ' is hard to get and 
much sought after, as some landlords object to 
give, while others — small men, 'half Sirs,' or 
squireens, as they are contemptuously called by 
the country folk — ^let out acres in this way, do 
nothing themselves in the way of work, and keep 
a dog, a gun, a horse, and smoke and drink, and 
are the curse and opprobrium of Ireland. In 
Devonshire = a croft. The word occurs in this 
sense in an Act of 23 Hen. VIII. relating to 
Norfolk and SuiFolk. In Anglesea it means a 
small strip of land in the middle of another person's

Lord Cork allowed his 
statuary (Alexander Hill) to perpetrate a ludicrous 
anachronism. Following the style of his own day 
he arrayed in the Burgher costume of the Stuart 
era the effigies of persons who lived four centuries 
before his time. ** Bennett's monument " is ai\ 
oblong table of limestone, placed against the Easter^, 
wall of the Transept or Chapel, next the central 
window. Upon it are laid — with heads on tas- 
selled cushions — the recumbent figures of an aged 
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man and woman. The male figure wears a full- 
bottomed wigf a venerable flowing beard, a small 
rufF and civic gown. The female has long loose 
hair, and she is attired in a cloak— once purple — 
with a cape apparently of ermine. The effigies 
were originally coloured, of which some faint traces 
still remain. A raised entablature at their head 
contained an escutcheon, which has perished, and 
was surmounted by mort heads. At their feet is 
this inscription :-» 
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' RICHARD BBNNET AND ELLIS BARRY HIS WYFB THE 

FIRST FOVNDERS OF THIS CHAPPLE WHICH BEING DS- 
MOLISHBD IN TIME OF REBELLIO AND THEIR TOMBB 
DEFACED WAS REEDIFIED BY RICHARD LORD BOYLB 
BARRON OF YOGHALL WHO FOR REVIVINGE THE MEMORY
